REVISION VOTED DOWN BY A LARGE 


. MAJORITY. 


The Leaders of the Revision Movement 
Decline to Vote in Consequence of Al- 
leged Unfair Treatmeni—Some Spirited 
Debating on Doctrinal Questions and 
Poiats of Order, : 


The St. Louis Presbytery resumed. its ses- 
sion this morning, and at once proceeded to 
conclude the discussion of the proposed re- 
vision of the confession of faith, Rev. A. Van- 
der Lippe, D. D., acting as Moderator. The 
Chair explained that Rev. William J. 
Lee had moved that a negative reply 
to the question, ‘‘Do you desire a 
change in the confession, and if so, to 
what extent?’’ be sent to the General Assem- 
bly. Tothis Rev. 8. J. Nicolls had moved an 
amendment favoring revision and specifying 
the nature of the charges. 

The debate was resumed by Rev. Thomas 
Marshall of Hot Springs, who opposed the 


amendment and argued that no 
revision was necessary or  atvisabie. 
When he had conciuded his remarks 


a reply was expected from the revision camp, 
but Rev. John R. Warner of Kirkwood rose 
and spoke yery strongly in favor of opposing 
any change. The reverend gentleman be- 
came considerably excited in the course of his 
remarks. At the outset he labored somewhat 
under a disadvantage, the previous speaker 
having taken his side of the question. But 
Dr. Niccolis and other advocates of revision 
came to his assistance by frequent questions 
and requests for authority, and a spirited de- 

bate was the result. The burden ofhis re- 
marks wasthat the confession already cov- 

ered some of the points desired to be added to 
it, and he quoted, in answer to one of 

Dr. Niccolis’ arguments, the sentence in the 


confession which speaks of the Almighty as 
**the most loving, gracious and merciful 
Savior, abundant in goodness and truth.’’ 
Did not that imply God’s love to the whole 
world? 

A DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 

Rev. Adolphus Krebs of Gasconade Couaty 
asked what passages of scripture proved that 
God loved the whole world, including the sin- 
ful portion of it? 

Rev. J. H. Shields followed with an eloquent 
speech in which he approved revision and 
argued thatthere was no need for changes 
such as suggested. it had been stated that 
the advocates of revision might be dividea 
into three classes. It seemed to him 
that there were just about as 
many classes as individuals; cer- 
tainly there were as many as 
there were presbyteries. One declared in 
favor of a strictly Calvinistic creed, another 
leader among the revisionists stated thatthe 
question involved had to do with the future 
life, and another thought that predestination 
was the stumbling biock. Another prominent 
agitator reasoned thus: ‘‘Calvinism is dying 
out. It bas done great work in its day, but 
that day is past.’’ These differing leaders 
had flooded the country with pamphlets and 
circulars and bad really broughtthe question 
to a head. 

While disclaiming any intention of harsh- 
ness Mr. Shields asked whether the presby- 
teries ought to be led by such theorists as 
these? ‘‘l am not willing,’’ he said, ‘‘to yield 
asingie inch, much as 1 would like to yield 
out of courtesy and the feeling of friendship 
which ought to actuate ue all. I am not 
willing to see our doctrine revised at the bida- 
ding ofthese men. Can any man say that he 
has been prevented from

because be bad subscribed to the confession? 
For myself, lhave always felt at perfect lib- 
erty to offer to every man who would come 
and accept it from Christ, a free saivation. 
Nothing inthe wording of the confession or 
In ite history prevents men doing this. The 
trouble is not inthe confession but in the 
spirit of the age, and the desire for change.’’ 

At ll o’clock Dr. Shields was still speaking, 
when the Moderator rose and said the time 
had come for taking the vote. 

It was moved that the time for taking the 
vote be extended for half an bour, and. an- 
other motion was in favor of indefinite ad- 
journment. 

The Moderator held that the motions were 
out of order, and an appeal was taken from 
the decision. On a vote the Moderator was 
sustained by a vote of 29 to 24. 

Revs. J. H. Nixon, & J. Nicolls, J. R, Arm- 
srrong, Joseph Gouss, J. W. Alien, A. A. 
Thomas, John B. Brandt, Robert Irving, Har- 
ley Blackwell, Frederick Auf der Heide, A. D. 
Thompson, A. C. Ciayton, and nearly all who 
voted in the negative entered a protest 
against the decision. 

ev. M. B. W. Grainger of Jackson, Mo., 
movedto reconsider the vote by weich the 
moderator was sustained, but ona vote the 
motion was lost by 22 to 20. 

Dr. Brookes moved that a vote be taken on 
Dr. Niccolls’ amendment and explained that 
those voting ‘‘aye’’ would favor revision and 
those voting ‘‘no’’ would be opposed to it. 


Exception was taken both to the 
motion, the explanation and the mod- 
erator’s ruling and some _ confusion 


wastheresuilt. « 

The vote wasthen taken. On the roll being 
called Rev. Wm. Porteus asked to be allowed 
to explain hia vote. He was ruled out of 
order, but good-numoredly ignored the ruling 
and said while he favored certain slight 
changes he must vote ‘‘no,’’ as he did not 
want the thin edge of the wedge to be inserted. 

SLIGHTLY PERSONAL. 

Dr. Niccolls asked leaveto withdraw the 
amendment. Its supporters had been denied 
the right of discussion, and therefore could 
not yote for it. 

The Moderator saidthe amendment could 
not be withdrawn. 

Dr. Brookes was of the opinion that it 
fe ig be with the approval of the Presby- 
ery. 

The moderator said that it could not, as the 
voting had commenced. Then with some 
warmth and evidence of annoyance he said: 
**I do in the presence of God and of this pres- 
bytery disclaim that I have deprived any 
member of his right to speak, The floor has 
been unoccupied again and again and no one 
volunteered to speak. I have not been 
guilty of any injustice and itis not right that 
the charge should be made. I disclaim again 
any such intention as imputed to me. 

The calling ofthe roll was then resumed. 
When Dr. Nixon’s name was reeched he said 
that in view of the moderator’s ruling he must 
decline to vote. The Doctor was excused from 
voting, as were also Revs.

father, a steadfast friend, a stainless patriot, 
an upright statesman, an impassioned lover 
of his countryand an unweary servant of the 
people.’’

DR. CHESTER’S SERMON. 

‘*In this solemn bour, in this house of God 
now wather the reprsentatives of a great na- 
tion around the earthly remains of one of its 
most honored citizens. Here men of different 
political faiths, of various religious creeds 
unite in a tribute of respectto one whom the 
nation delighted to honor. But it is not to 
his public career that our thoughts are 
turned inthis solemn hour. For it was a wish 
expressed by Mr. Randall that his fu- 
meral services should be devoid of ail 
earthly pomp; that they should be held In the 
sanctuary,where the heart instinctively bends 
in reverential adoration before its God; that 
the chief recognition of bimself should be his 
tertimony to the grace of Jesus Christ as the 
biessed Saviour. The expression of such a 
desire affords one of the best eulogies on 
his character. It reveals the bhonest 
simplicity of bis nature. It fitly 
crowns a life of service to man by. a 
death of testimony to the graceof God. To 
the great men gathered here to-day comes 
that voice whose utterances carried such 
weight in our legislative hails, the magic of 
whose influence was felt by a whole nation, 
and it speaks not of itself but of the grace and 
comfort which comes toa soul through the 
crucified one of Calvary, ‘‘He, though 
aqead, yet speaketh,’’ reminds us of 
the faithful saying and worthy of 
all acceptation | the greatest ruler 
and the humblest subject, by the most cul- 
tured intellect and the humblest mind, say- 
ing ‘‘worthy of all acceptation that Christ 
Jesus came into this world to save sinners.’’ 
It wasthe appreciation of this simple yet 
grand proposition which gave Mr. Randall 
such comfort when he faced gthat most trying 
of ordeals—the passage of asoulto the pres- 
ence of its God. 

RANDALL’S& RUGGED HONESTY. 

‘“*Those who knew him intimately recog- 
nized the factthat long before his last sick- 
ness his mind had turned to serious refiec- 
tions. Reared in youth under the influence of 
the gospel, coming from a pious ancestry, he 
grew up witb a respect for religion which re- 
vealed leseif in his attendance on the church,. 
in his conscientious observance of the Sab- 
bath, In his fidelity to his domesticities, 
io his interest in all Christian charities. How- 
ever men may differ from bim in opinions, all 
recognized the rugged honesty of his charac- 
ter, all knew that his hands could never be 
sullied by bribes or his opinions swerved 
by f Like ‘all other men 
he temptations, but long 
before his death he had completely 
conquered every unlawful appetite. Yet with 
all this morality of life, Mr. Randall realized 
thatehe needed that preparation of heart, 
which could only come through the. biood 
which cleanseth from all sin, and by that 
Holy spirit which can sanctify the soul.

TEXAS’ CRIMINAL CODE, 


A Convicted Murderer’s Attorney Claims 
That It Is Invalid. 


San ANTONIO, Tex., April 17.—Richard Dan- 
can, who has been convicted of murder in 
Texas, claims that the law is invalid and that 
he Is entitled to his liberty. The grounds on 
which he bases his claim are as follogs: 

In bis application Duncan makes the follow- 
ing allegations: That he is a citizen of the 
United States, and as sach entitled to the 
benefits of its laws; that he has been indicted, 


tried and convicted by an alleged court in 
Eagie Pass, Maverick County, State of Texas, 
and is illegally restrained of bis liberty on 
account ofthe following trutks: The Consti- 
tution of Texas, adopted in 1876, required 
that when the legislators modified the laws 
they were to be released from certain 
restrictions upon the enactment 
bills, but that the very

visors, say that they contributed no money, 
directly or indirectly for election purposes.

DR. CHARLES O'REILLY DISCUSSES A NEW 
PHASE OF IRISA AFFAIRS- 


Something About the Cry of ‘‘No Rent’’ 
Which Is Sounded in American Ears— 
The Registration in Ireland—The Execu- 
tive Committee Awaiting a Telegram 
From Parnell—Last Night’s Eatertain- 
ment. 


Dr. Charies O'Reilly, the Treasurer of the 
League, madeasplendid speech last night, 
in which he referred in the most complil- 
mentary manner to. the occasion of his last 
visit to St. Louis, which was to receive the 
$6,000 raised by the POST-DISPATCH for the 
Parnell defense fund. 

In speaking of that this morning Dr. O’ Reil- 
ly said: ‘‘WhenIwas in Ireland I heard the 
Post-DisPaATCcH frequently spoken of, and it 
was a marvel to those people how a 
paper could raise that much money 
by such small subscriptions. They couid not 
understand it, but they asked me why I 
couldn’t get other papers to do the same 
thing. I told them because we didu’t have 


any more PosT-DrsPaTCHES. 

‘*But, do you know, the Irish question is 
not understood here, and it is simply because 
the American people have heard it ali from 
the partisane on one side orthe other. The 
Irishmen who come over here and taik abont 
it, ignore what is to them a smali matter, 
comparatively, because they do not get rid of 
the idea that everyone understands those 
things as well as they dothemseives. They 
do not know how densely ignorant we are of 
Irish matters, and you may read as mnch 
as you please, you cannot get an idea of what 
the condition of Ireland is until you visit the 
country and see it, and the way to get the 
question properly presented to the American 
people is for Americans to go to Ireland, 
study Irish conditions there and come back 
and tell about them. 

‘*This ory of ‘norent’ is one that strikes an 
American flatly in the face. He says to him- 
self, ‘Why, if I hada house and the man who 
lived in it refused to pay me any rent, I would 
put him out, evict him, of course, and why 


shouldn’t the Irisn landlord?’ But that is 
not putting the case fairly. Suppose you have 
afarm in Minnesota which hasn't a bouse 
or a fence on it, and I rent it from 
you, cultivate it, build houses and 
out- houses and put up fences at my own ex- 
pense, do you think that I would submit to it 
fora moment if you undertook to raise my 
rent because ofthese improvements which I 
had put up at my own expense? No indeed. 
The American landlord would decrease the 
rent for aterm of yeure in consideration ofthe 
improvements, but the Irish iandiord in- 
creases it. A farm in Ireland thatis worth 
$50,000 represents $30,000 of the landlord’s 
money and $20,000 of the tenant’s money, im- 
provements and labor, and aithough there 
are three acts of Parliament recognizing this 
joint ownership, they are ignored. 

‘*‘The whole system is one of oppression. 
There is the registration. An American says: 
‘Why do they makesuch a fuss over that? 
Why don’tthey go downand register as we 
do?’ Ab! they can’t do it. Every man who reg- 
isters there has to go to the registration office 
with an attorney, go through a lot of forms 
and pay a fee of 5 guineas, or about $25. They 
revise the registration every year and if a 
voter moves he must go through al! this again 
and pay his money again in order to be trans- 
ferred und kept on the books 

**Take the law systems, too. IfI want to 
be defended in acase therelI cannot go toa 
lawyerand employ him as [I would here;I 
must get the solicitor, and the srlicitor em- 
ployes that lawyer or not just as he pleases. 
I cannot taik to the lawyer about my case. 
He would be disbarred if he consulted with 
me about it. Italk tothe solicitor, and the 
solicitor talks to him. The middle man is be- 
tween you and the middie man is everywhere 
in Ireland. 

‘*We think that when we threw off the yoke 
of England we simp!ly got rid ofthe crown. I 
tell you we shook off a cape, a steel jacket of 
oppression.’’ 

LAST NIGHT’S RECEPTION. 

The reception tothe members of the ¢om- 
mittee at the Entertainment Halil last night 
was agreat success. The visiting delegates 
were escorted to the hall by the Wolf-Tone 
Rifles and the St. Bridget’s Brass Band. The 
hall was very appropriately decorated and the 
crowd was both large and enthusiastic. 

Mr. O’Neil Ryan presided and delivered an 
eloquent address, inthe course of which he 
extended a most hearty welcome to the 
distinguished guests of the evening. 
He also ably reviewed the situation and rg- 
ferred to the various organizations which had 
aided in the struggie for freedom, inciuding 
the Land League, the plan of campaign, and 
the Tenants’ Defense League. A reference to 
Mr. Gladstone as ‘‘once the rising hope of the 
Torles—now the leader of the great Liberal 
party,’’ elicitea ioud applause, while the 
names of Salisbury and Balfour were received 
with groans. Mr. Ryan complimented the 
National Committee on its able management 
of the affairs of the league during the last four 
years, and especially alluded to Dr. Charles 
O’ Relily’s careful handling of the large sums 
of mopey which had passed through his 
hands. 

Dr. Charlies O'Reilly of Detroit, Treasurer 
of the League, delivered an eloquent address, 
in the course of which he described arecent 
tour through Ireland. His account of the 
sufferings of the evicted tenants and 
the imprisonment of patriots in 
jails with criminais caused quite a sensation. 
Referring to certain criticisms as to the dis- 
posal of funde collected by the League, the 
speaker said the accounts were inthe hall, 
and- he would give $250,000 to any one who 
could prove he contributed 2hcents which had 
not been properly credited. 

Other speeches followed, and the proceed- 
ings were enlivened by singing by Mrs. 
Peebles, Miss Laura Cowen, Mr. John Shields 
and Mr. George Wiseman, and music by the 
Christian Brothers’ Band. 

FINANCE REPORT. 

The financial statement shows the receipt 
of $257,922.79 from.all sources since the Chi- 
cago Convention, when the balance on hand 
was $21,885.78. The total expenses have been 
$22,225.27, including $3,000 salary of the Presi- 
dent, Mr. John Fitzgerald, which has been 
returned. The total transmissions to Irish 
trustees have been $237,248.08 and the present 
balance on band is $20,335.

The Missouri Pacific Railway Again Cuts the 
West-Bound Passencer Rates. 


On Wednesday next tickets to Denver and 
Pueblo will be sold for $10.50 from St. Louis. 
This is owing to the action of the Missouri 
Pacific, which has met the Aiton cut and mad 
the rate $1.50 lower, and it is believed that the 
rate of $4.50 to Kansas City will go even lower. 
The passenger people of the various lines are 
patiently awaiting the end. There is no 


movement on the part of the local agents to 
notify the public regarding the cut, but in due 
time the fact will be announced by the usual 
posters and general yg of printer’s ink. 

While the Bissouri Pacific is slashing at 
passenger rates, the Alton has not been idle 
in the matter offreight rates. Live stock rates 
buave been reduced $7.50 per car from Missouri 
River to Chicago. The cause of the cut, the 
Alton claims, is on account ofthe other lines 
shipping catile in palace cars at the same rate 
as in common cars, the roads paying the 
owners of the palace cars the rental. 

Charges are frequently made that the rates 
from St. Louis to the seaboard are being cut, 
but there is no evidence that any line is mak- 
ing concessions to shippers. If one line gets 
the bulk of the bueiness on anyone line of 
freight the other roads, who have been unable 
to secure the freight, immediately charge 
cutting of the rate.

This announcement was made 
at noon to-day by Mayor Noonan and City 
Counselor Bell, and the latter is now mak- 
ing preparations to institute mandamus 
proceedings against the gas companies, 
in the Supreme Court next Saturday.

UNEARNED CONGRESSIONAL SALARIES. 

The importance of having Congressmen 
who attend to the business for which they 
are elected and paid was forcibly im- 
pressed upon St. Louisans by the narrow 
escape of this city from the loss of the 
United States Court of the Eighth Cir- 
cuit. 

Kansas City has only one Congressman 
and St. Loula has three, and yet Kansas 
City’s one Congressman very nearly 
eueceeded in having the place of hold- 
ing the United States Circuit Court 
transferred from the metropolis of the 
ofrouit to Kansas City. It would have 
been both a loss and a humiliation to St. 
Louis and a substantial victory for Kansas 
City had he carried out his scheme. That 
he did not carry out his scheme was not 
due to the three men charged with the 
care of St. Louis interests, but to the in- 
terposition of Congressman Hatci of 
Hannibal in her behalf, 

Of course, Congressman TARSNEY of 
Kansas City took advantage of the 
absence of Congressmcn FRARK, KINSEY 
and NIEDRINGIAUS to make his bold at- 
tempt, butit was a fair advantage and 
it is as much a credit to his alert- 
ness and activity in the _ interest 
of his district that he did so, as itis to the 
discredit of the St. Louis Representatives 
that he was enabled to doit. There is no 
excuse for one able-bodied Congressman 
not providing for all contingencies affect- 
ing the interests of his constituents, and 
for three to fail is abominable.

A LESSON FOR KANSAS. 


When the Kansas farmer by the light of 
his burning corn reads the report of the 
McKinley wing of the Ways and Means 
Committee in favor of a higher tariff, he 
will be forcibly reminded of the fact that 
Mexico put a tariff of 28 cents a bushel on 
Kansas corn in retaliation for a tax we 
put on Mexican fluxing ores to protect 
our carbonate ring and lead trust. 

The net result of that bit of protection 
for Kansas was the destruction of her 
large and growing smelting business, and 
the deprivation of the Kansas farmer ofa 
profitable market for his produce in 
Mexico. A Kansas City firm the other 
day filled an order from Mexico for 200 
carloads of corn. It bought the corn from 
Kansas farmers at 17 cents, and the 
Mexican consumer paid that price, rail- 
road transportation to Mexico, a tariff of 
28 cents per bushel to the Mexican custom 
house, and all the intermediate commis- 
sions and profits incident to the shipment. 
If Kansas corn can be sold in Mexico at 
60 cents a bushel the Kansas producer 
would get far more than 17 cents for it 
should a reciprocity treaty relieve it of 
that Mexican duty of 28 cents. When he 
compares his home market which our 
tariff has given him for his corn, with the 
toreign markets which freer trade would 
give him, he will be apt to read MCKIN- 
LEY’s report witha feeling of deep dis- 
gust.

CHURCH CIRCLES EXCITED. 


The Course of the Rev. Louis N. 
Attracting Attention, 


By Telerranh to the POST-IISPATCH. 

BRIDGEPORT, April 18.—The course of the 
Rev. Louis N. Booth, rector of Trinity Church, 
this city, has attracted considerable attention 
oflate. It has been known for some time that 
Mr. Booth’'s interpretation of the Scriptures 
differed somewhat from that of other Episgvo- 
pal clergymen of this city. He is a pro- 
nounced high churchman and has taught the 


children in the Sunday-schoo! to call him 
Father Louis. For a time there was some 
dissent in the church in regard tothe way in 
which he conducted the services, but 
it seemed tnat the congregation  in- 
creased and that there proved to be many be- 
lievers in bis peculiar doctrine. There was, 
however, a disagreeing element in the 
church, and that fact reaching the ears of the 
rector he announced to his congregation at 
one ofihe regular Sunday evening services 
that he was doing his duty in the manner in 
which he believed God required him todo. 
At last Sunday’s service he preached a ser- 
mon which has caused a decided sensation in 
church circies inthis city. Before the sermon 
the rector made an announcement that he 
would preach a series of sermons on 
the ‘‘Seven Sayings of Christ After 
the Resurrection.’’ It was a great sur- 
prise to the congregation to see their 
rector, as his stole was handed him by an 
acolyte, to kiss the vestment before placing it 
about his neck. Mr. Booth took up the sec- 
ond saying, ‘‘As my father has sent me, even 
sosend!I you. Receive ye the Holy Ghost 
and whosoever’s sing ye retain they are re- 
tained.’’ 

From this he argued that the minister is 
given the power of forgiving the sinsand ab- 
solving his fellow-men, He said: 

‘*‘T thank God that it is written in the ordin- 
al that whenevery man is admittedto the 
dignity of priesthood these words are spoken 
over his head. They are absolutely true, and 
they mean exactly what they say. I know that 
people generally do not want to believe this 
and allow ittodrop from their minds. It is 
nevertheless true, and, ifthe Bishops of our 
church were to admit what is hidden down 
in their hearts they would de- 
clare this statement to be a fact. 
It I did not believe that Christ empowered his 
ministers on earth to forgive or retain sins I 
would never 80 lower myself as to go through 
these forms. The power to forgive sins was 
certainly granted to sinning mortals. The 
sins we commit create an adamantine wall be- 
tween our souls and neaven, but this barrier 
vanishes when the words of absolution are 
spoken. The ministry of our church have 
power to turn the gold and silver keysin the 
wards of the locks of heaven and admit or 
exciude,.’’ 

At the close of the sermon the rector an- 
nounced that he would continue his remarks 
on the seven sayings. 

Churenh circles are anxiously awaiting the 
next sermons to be delivered.

JUDGE THAYER AND DISTRICT- ATTORNEY 
REYNOLDS HAVE A 8PAT.

A Suit Over Customs Daties on Opera- 
Glasses Enlivened by Het Words—The 
Judge’s Dignity Somewhat Ruffled—The 
Attorney Protests Against the Court's 
Language and Gets No Satisfaction, 


Atrial began in the United States Circuit 
Court before Judge Thayer late yesterday 
morning and was concluded to-day. A. 8. 
Aloe was plaintiff and Surveyor of the 
Port Churebill nominally the defendant. 
Last July Mr. Aloe importea from 
Paris some opera-giasses. The tariff law im- 
poses upon manufactures of metals 45 per 
cent ad valorem duty; upon manufactures of | 
shell, 25 per cent ad valorem duty. A section 
of the law provides that manufactures not 
specially enumerated in the tariff schedule 
that are composed of two or more 
materials shall be assessed for duty on 
the component material of chief value. 
Surveyor Churchill decided that the compo- 
nent material of chief value in the opera- 
glasses was metal, and assessea the duty at 45 
per cent. Mr. Aloe protested, claiming that 
the shell was the component material of chief 
value. He brought suit 

TO RECOVER $88 
he was compelled to pay in excess of what he 
thought was right. This is the suit that has 
been on trial. A large amount of 
expert testimony was called for by both 
sides, and nearly every optician of any ex- 
perience inthe buying and selling of opera- 
glasses inthe city was called in. The testi- 
mony for the plaintiff was to the effect that a 
pearl or shell-covered opera-giass of the 
same quality as a leather-covered 
glass was worth from two to five 
times as much as the leather- 
covered glaes. The defendant’s witnesses 


said this was true of the pearl glasses manu- 
factured by the leading maker, Le Maire, but 
that it was not true of the glasses in question. 
The Aloe importation was of cheaper giasses, 
branded ‘‘Le Maitre.’’ The pearl, the de- 
fendant’s witnesses said, was of poor quality, 
and the workmanship poor. In consequence, 
they said, the brass frame was the component 
material of chief value. 

The piaintiff rested his case yesterday after- 
noon, and the defense opened and finished 
this morning. Then the plaintiff calied Eu- 
gene Cuendet of the E. Jaccard Jewelry Co., 
and put to him questions concerning the rela- 
tive value of the three component materials, 
giass, brags and pearl. istrict Attorney. 
Reynolds, who represented Surveyor 
Churchill, objected to this testimony on the 
ground that it was not in rebuttal, and was 
not relevant at that time. 

JUDGE THAYER SAID: 

‘*You are right, Mr. Reynolds. It does not 
belong bere, but I take it that the United 
States, which is the real defendant inthis case, 
can afford to let in allthe testimony that can 
have any bearing on this case with the view 
of ascertaining the truth. As it is in my dis- 
cretion to admit testimony out of orderl will 
overrule your objection.’’ 

His tone was so severe that he seemed to be 
rebuking the District.Attorney, and every eye 
was turnedon Mr. Reynolds. The auditors 
wondered how he would take it. 

‘*] don’t wish to be taken as standing in the 
way of ascertaining the truth,’’ said Mr. Rey- 
nolds, hotly, ‘*‘and Ido not think that as the 
representative ofthe United States such an 
imputation should be cast upon me from the 


bench. 
The District Attorney was 
WHITE WITH RAGE. 
He continued: 

‘*The United States has the same rights in 
court that an individual has, and I only ins!st- 
ed on conforming to the rules of evidence.’’ 

‘*‘But you cannot take away my discretion 
a matter, Mr. Reynolds,’’ the Judge 
said. 

‘*No. sir, but I protest against the imputa- 
tion you have cast upon me, sir,’’ the attor- 
uey retorted. 

‘*I have explained. You will proceed.’’ 

The Judge leaned back in hischair. There 
was more color in his cheeks than usual, but 
no other evidence of excitement appeared and 
he very soon got such control of himeelf that 

THE EXTRA COLOR DISAPPEARED. 
The District Attorney’s face remained white 
forsome minutes and his eyes twitched as if 
more expressions of indignation were bein 
held back with great effort. But he recovered 
self-control and proceeded with the business 
in nand. 

The Judge and the District Attorney have 
not apparentiy much friendship for each 
other. The Judge has been quite severe upon 
Mr. Keynolds several times in court, and the 
attorney having considerable temper has re- 
torted warmiy. The election cases were 
dotted with these incidents. 

The jury this afternoon gave a verdict for 
the pluintiff.

THE MATTER WAS REFERRED 

to the Board of Directors at their last meet- 
ing, which took place on April 14, but as some 
opposition to the appointment of a committes 
developed President Kauffman believed that 
it would befairer toall parties to postpone 
consideration of the question until tu-morrow 
and to invite all interested’ to be present and 
to state their views. Since this announce- 
ment there has been active canvassing among 
the members: of the Merchants’ Exchange 
going on, the enemies of the bili, and 
those friendly to it, endeavoring to rally 
their strength, and ascertain just how they 
stood. The canvass developed the fact thas 
the sentiment against the billon the floor of 
the Merchants’ Exchange is overwhelming, 
including at least 80 per cent of the 
active members, but that there 
was a faction, small in num- 
bers, but determined in spirit, . which 


would declare in favor ofthe bill. Not a lit- 
tle feeling has been aroused, and while it is 
reasonably certain that a delegation will be 
sent to Washington to oppose the bill, it is 
very probable that one will also go for the 
purpose of upholding It. 
AMONG THOSE MOST ANXIOUS 
for the passage of the bili are the millers, and 
it is freely alleged that the reason that they 
favor it is that they consider that by its pass- 
age they can secure wheat ata much lower 
price than that which they ére obliged to pay 
under the present system. The ar- 
gument is advanced that the § farm- 
ers suffer from the option dealers, 
who unite to depress prices. In reference to 
this argument, which is strongly urged, R. M. 
Hubbard,a well-known personage on ’Change 
and a member of the Board of Directors, said: 
‘*‘In my opinion there can be no greater mis- 
take made than to suppose that option trad- 
ing depresses the price of any agricultural 
commodity, That it sometimes has this effect 
is true, but taken year inand yearout, its 
effect is just the opposite. In proof of this I 
need only point to two staple American pro- 
ducts, cotton and tobacco. Cotton is contin- 
ally dealt in by option dealers, while tobacco 
is very seldom touched by them. 

WHAT I8 THE RESULT? 
In the cotton market the price is nearly al- 
ways remunerative to the farmer, while to- 
bacco, besides exhausting the soil, is always 
depressed and seldom yields a profit tothe 
grower unless be is also interested in its 
manufacture. There is no speculation, and 
therefore the manufacturers control the mar- 
ket, and pay just about what they please. 
Such acombination among the cotton spin- 
ners is not possible, owing to the number of 
speculators in the market, and as a result the 
grower receives an excellent return for his 
crop. Let trading tn futures in cotton 
stop, and the planters will feel 
the difference at once. The same is true 
of wheat. Of course the bucket-shops are 
to be reprobated, but their influence is much 
less than is gonessey supposed. Their prices 
do not set those for the legitimate market, but 
are set by them, exceptin a few exceptional 
cases. People can gamble on anything, and 
as amatter of fact those who deal with the 
bucket shops usually bet on the prices that 
will be set by the legitimate traders, governed 
by the law of supply and demand. If the 
bucket shops can be stopped it would bea 
good thing, but to stop the operations of all 
the exchanges In the country, whose business 
+ Oguamacnes tate is avery high price to pay for 
this.

Among no other class is the visible supply so 
closely watched asamong grain dealers on

Two of the employes of 
the north station who were most prominent

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in the movement were discnarged and the 
other men Immediately struck. The men 
have been dissatisfied for seme time. In 
February, 1886, er were working 
thirteen hours & ay. They organ- 
ized and sent fh comm ittee to 
President Forestall, who immediately con- 
ceded eight hours with a reduction of 25 per 
cent in wages. These rates and hours were 
maintained until the death of Mr. Forestall. 
When President (©. T. Yerkes assumed con- 
trol, the men assert, they were were put back 
to twelve hours and another cut made in 
wages. The strikers are endeavoring to in- 
duce the employes of other gas works in the 
city to jointhem and with fair prospects of 
success. It requires skilled workmen to 
operate the machinery at the gas works, and 
unless a settlement is speedily made the oilty 
may beleftin darkness so far as the gas sup- 
ply is concerned. 

The strike among the employesofthe gas 
company on the North Side does not seem to 
be as formidable as at first reported. This 
morning the day force went on as usual. Only 
seventeen of the night gang are out instead of 
forty as reported earlier, and there is no pros- 
ect of the strike extending to the South and 

est Sides. 
‘*‘Wedo not anticipate any trouble,’’ said 
President Billings of the Gas Trust this morn- 
ing. ‘‘The strike was confined to the night 
force. They will be paid off at noon to-day 
and given a vacation. None of the other men 
seem inclinedtostrike. I think they are all 
satisfied.’’

wae not discharged. It was decided by the 
builders to discharge the non-union man in 
anticipation of a strixe in May. 


GRAIN RECEIVERS APPLAUD BORKS, 


A Much-Needed Reform Inaugurated by the 
Chief Grain Inspecter. 


Grain receivers were delighted this morning 
on learning of areform that had taken place 


in the office of Chief Inspector Jasper N. 
Burks. As is well known the inspection given 
by that official and his fellow-experts has been 
by no means such as to cali forth the enthusi- 
ustic encomiums ofthe grain trade of St. 
Louls, and the news that an improvement had 
been made was as unexpected as it was wel- 
come. The improvement in the force em- 
ployed by Bhrks was the discharge of six 
of its members, two of them were unim- 
portant, Messrs. Morris and Ranse, as they 
were engaged simply in office work, but four 
experts, Baxer, Webb, Gaines, and McIntyre, 
were also requested toresign. The cause of 
this wholesale dismissal was a financial 
stringency which has hampered 
the chief expert ever since he 
took office. The saving effected by the dis- 
missals amounts to $520a month, as all but 
two of those discharged drew a monthiy 
stipend of $100 a month, the last two gentie- 
men named receiving $60 a month, when there 
was mone enough in the treasury to 
pay them after the liquidation of 
the elaims of the chief expert.

A BROOKLYN CANINE KILLS HIS OPPONENT 
IN THE PIT- 


Revolvers Drawn by the Spectators—New 
York Fool-Room Keepers Vow Ven- 
gennce Against the Dwyers—The Browns 
and Comiskey’s Men Again Victorious— 
Racing at Elizabeth and Memphis—Sport- 
ing News. :

N EW YORK, April 


17.—That a mur- 

der was not committed 
atthe pit in which the 
dogs Spot and Barney 
fought Tuesday was 
only a mere accident. 
9 The battle, which was 
ae= the most important de- 

cided in this part ofthe country since 1883, 
when Pilot and Cribb fought, was between 
the celebrated Brooklyn dog Spot and Jer- 
sey’s champion, Barney. There were seventy- 
four people at the pit, fifty of whom paid 
their way. Of the others one was the wife, 
another the l7-year-old daughter and the 
third the 7-year-old son of the owner of the 
hotel where the pit was located. The parior 
was the scene of the dispute and the carpets 
therein were destroyed and the ceiling torn 
down during the melee which followed the de- 
cision of the referee. Barney was the favorite 
with the crowd before the battle began, but 
when ten minutes had elapsed it was seen 
that spot was by far the better wrestler, cut- 
ter and biter. That he was not game all 
through was, however, apparent, as when- 
ever Barney got his favorite hold on the leg 
Spot cried piteously and looked appealingly 
to his owner: From Barney, however, there 
was néeverevena whimper. His throat was 
torn and he was shaken like a rat, but he 
never gave evidence of suffering. Atthe end 
of an hour and fifty-four minutes Spot gained 
a ‘‘turn’’ and when, after a thirty seconds’ 
rest, Barney was not at the scratch a row 
was raised by a sporting policeman who 
had bet on Spot. He pulled a 
billet and struck a bystander on the head and 
immediately the row became general. A 
chair descended and a man was on the floor, 
He was promptly kicked into insensibility 
and carried outto the bar-room. This fight 
also subsided in order to allow the dogs to 
have their contest out. Then, when three 
minutes bad elapsed Spot gained another 
turn, and again it was Barney’s turn to 
scratch. He falled to do so on this occasion, 
however, and when the required time was up 
the referee awarded Spot the battle @nd 
stakes. Then therow began in earnest and 
matters were made lively for the ref- 
eree. A club in the hands of a stal- 
wart chap hit him onthe head and aided 


him In getting through a window and several 
men followed him. The pit wastorn down, 
men were on the floor with others on top of 
them, with plasterfrom the ceiling, which 
began to fall, covering them. Clubs struck 
heads and shoulders and oneor two pistols 
were discharged, In the midst of it, Spot’s 
handler picked up his dog to carry him away. 
Then Johnnie Mahan jumped upon him and 
they had it hotand heavy. Mahan pulled bis 
pistol and a man called Sargey pulled his,and 
they Dlazed away ateach other. Soon, how- 
ever, all had escaped to the open air except 
Mr. Sargev, who stood triumphant with his 
pistol in his hand. Then the mistress of the 
houseentered. ‘‘It’s the first fight that was 
ever held here,’’ said she, ‘‘and it will be the 
last.’’ Then seeing the pistol in Sargey’s 
hands, she took achair and raising it above 
her head, said: 

**You’re a killer, are you? Well, get out of 
here.’’ Thechair was mightier than the re- 
volver and Sargey left. 

This stopped the fight, and it was found that 
Barney, one of the dogs, was dead.

On the heels of the spasmodic activity of 
the police and the boycotting policy of the 
lawyers comes still another blow at the pool- 
selling fraternity. James McNulty of 19 
Beaver street and John King of 69 New street 
were fined $150 each by Judge Kilbreth in spe- 
cial sessions yesterday for violating the pool 
laws. Their defense was thatthey were doing 
a commission business in transmitting bets to 
the track, which Judge Gildersieeve in Gen- 
eral Sessions had decided was not a violation 
of the law. Judge Kilpreth held that this 
method of placing bets was notbing more 
than a subterfuge to avoid the law and 
Mr. Mummel’s motion to dismiss the charge 
on the ground of Judge Gildersieeve’s decis- 
ion was denied. Peter Delacy, one of the 
best-known bookmakers in the city, was 
found by areporter at 33 Park Row. He was 
very willing to talk, and gave vent to his fee!- 
ings in regard to the action of the Dwyer Bros.

MILLIONAIRE STEWAR1’S DISTRUST OF HIS 
LEGAL ADVISER, HILTON. 


The New Yurk ‘‘World’’ Continues. Its Ex- 
pose ofthe Great Scandal—How Hilton 
Maneged His Patron—The ‘‘Judge” 
Knew All Secretse—A Maguificent Com- 
pensation—The Widew Threatened in 
Her Marbie Palace. 


NEW YORK, April 17.—The WORLD continues 
its expose of the Hilton-Stewart scandal. To- 
day’s chapter is the most interesting of the 
lot. Through all the years of their acquaint- 
anceandof their friendship, why is it that 
Stewart never elevated Hiiton above the posi- 
tion of asalaried employe? The truth is that 
Stewart, In his later years, bad at heart a dis- 
trustof Hilton. He admired his ability and 
was willing to profit by bis advice in iegal 
matters, but Hilton was no exception tothe 
rule in which Stewart heid all men—that of 
intense suspicion. 

‘*The old man igso suspicous,’’ said Hilton 
on one occasion, ‘‘that he suspects even 
himself.’’ Me was profoundly distrustful of 
many of his heads of departments, and with- 
out the slightest justification for being so. He 
was constantly complaining that they made 
too much money, and that their salaries and 
commissions should becut down. One year 
the lace department was not doing as well as 
itshould. Mr. Stewart sent for the head of it, 
a bright young man named Connor. In order to 
build it up, Stewart agreed to give Connor 
10 per cent on all the salesin addition to his 
salary. During the ensuing twelve months 
the sales ran upto the enormous figures of 
$220,000. Connor received, according to stip- 
ulation, $22,000 as his commission, but Stew- 
art was 80 angry thatone of the partners in 
the firm was given quiet orders so to provoke 
and worry Connor that he would be compelled 
to leave. The instructions were carried out 
and Connor left. But the lace sales never 
again came up tothe phehomenal figures of 
Connor’s administration. . 

Hilton knew how to manage Stewart better 
than any man aroundhim, He knew the old 
man’s moods. He seemed to divine his inmost 
thought. He ministered to his vanity and 
was never weary of professing the most self- 
sacrificing devotion to the fortune of the 
greatfirm. When Stewart was in iil humor at 
the miscarriage of some speculation so that 
no one dared to approach him, Hilton was at 


his side apparently as profoundly chagrined 
as Stewart himself, dexterously feeding the 
flames of his anger and pointing out every 
etty blunder in the management of the great 
ouse. 
KNEW ALL SECRETS. 

All the secrets of the house were his, and 
in no other bosom werethey so safe. There 
were personal secrets and the secrets of 
trade—secrets that had been plliing up, one 
by one, from that dark secret of long ago, 
through a period of more than thirty years. 
It was inthis way that the tentacles of the 
Hilton octopus grew and grew all around 
Stewart until, in the early 70s, the great mer- 
chant, his powers of mind and body waning, 
began to surrender in many things to Hilton 
and to let bim do pretty much as he pleased. 
Stewart was only two years younger than the 
century and his life bad been an unceasing 
battle with the world. When be had made his 
inilifons the custody of them gave him even 
more trouble than had the making of them. 
They were in his thoughts every hour in the 
day, and when through some mischance they 
suffered the least detriment the old man was 
in agony of. apprehension lest they might all 
melt away from him. In all the wrencbings 
and torturings of his avaricious nature, it 
was Hilton who poured baim into the old 
man’s wound. It was Hilton who claimed bis 
fears at the growth of rival establishments, 
and administered the delicious comfort and 
assurance that the great business rested on 
foundations as firm as the very Government. 

In 1873 Stewart wasso iil that he was in- 
duced to make a will. It was drawn by Hil- 
ton, and on the precious parchment Hilton’s 
hand traced, ‘‘To Henry Hilton, $1,000,000. ’’ 
That was the greatest bequest ever made | 
one man to another not a biood relative. It 
was magnificent compensation for having 
kept that dark seoret of long ago and all the 
other secrets since—secrets that, if disclosea, 
would sadly tarnish the philanthropic fame of 
the merchant prince, That secret, on the 
authority of one of the best known and most 
reputable citizens of New York, Involved a 
charge of the birth of a child, the entangle- 
ments crowing out of which Hilton compro- 
mised for A. T. Swewart. 

THREATENING THE WIDOW. 

**I hold in my hand your nusband’s reputa- 
tion and can biast it if I wish.’’ The scene is: 
the marbie palace on the corner of Thirty- 
fourth street and Fifth avenue. The speaker 
is Henry Hilton, and the person who is listen- 
ing to him in terror and in tears is Cornelia M. 
Stewart, the widow of the merchant prince of 
Manhattan. It ig almost incredible that a 
tragedy like this sbould have been 
enacted behind the stately walls of a 
Fifth avenue mansion in this era of the 
nineteenth century while the glittering pro- 
cession of fashion, belaced and bejeweled, 
sweeps along outside in splendid equipages. 
blazoned with crests and coats of arms, to 
opera and to reception, to ball and to ban- 
quet. It is a tale that we might op ae 
read about in the dark and distant Middle 
Ages, in the somber setting of some old Eu- 
ropean capital, instead of this day Of news- 
papers and cables ana telegraphs, of ene. 
hing trains and electric Kien eam in the 
great metropolis of the New ') ort. 

Whata pity for the eake of ber st yn 
that the ‘‘Merchant Prince’’ did n leave 
her only a few hundred thousand dollars in- 
stead of twenty millions of them, and give his. 
whole vast fortune to Hilton. 
perhaps he was wise. Hi 
wanted the few hundred 


here. How ciosely the ‘‘merchant prince’’ 
guarded that secret during the fifty-one years 
of his business career in this city! Mrs. Stew- 
art’s second husband, too, was in business in 
the young metropolis, but it was not, of 
coursé,@n the thriving scale of hia stepson, 
and there was no outward recognition 
between them that would give the 
faintest indication of the relationship 
in which they stood. The town 
was ringing with the praise of Stewart's 
daring ventures in trade, but not for one in- 
stant did he take his mother who bore him by 
the hand and introduce her to bis friends, to 
sociefy, to the world as his mother. It must 
not supposed thatthere was no communi- 
cation between them, for there was. She 
never knew want, and when at last she died 
he inberited from her estate some thousands 
of dollars. 

To the vanity and intense selfishness of 
Stewart must be attributed this denial, for 
practically it wasadenial, of his mother. 
rhe question is asked: ‘‘Wasthis chapter in 
the life of Stewart—now for the first time 
given to the public—anotber of the secrets 
that Hilton held asa rod of iron over his bene- 
factor, and when the benefactor was dead, 
over his widow? It was certainly a secret that 
Stewart never saw fit to dfclose, and that the 
widow, if she ever knew it (which is doubt- 
ful), would not care to have cast to the four 
winds of the heavens. But what, after all, 
was there in it? Whatif ithad been told, as 
it is told now, at the end of so many years? 

The splendor of the house of Stewart de- 
manded that she sbould not have place within 
consecrated walis of the sacred pile that was 
to be the Stewart shrine while stone may 
stand upon stone. Not one, but one bundred 
tentacies had this Hilton octopus folding 
around the Stewart millions, ready when the 
time came to clasp them in a grip that no 
human power could break. Did Stewart have 
any step-brothers or sisters? Ah!

THE TARIFF MEASURE AS REPORTED TO 
THE HOUSE. 


The Report of the Majority Claiming a 
Great Reduction in Duties—Bounties for 
Sugar and Silk—Hides on the Freoa List— 
How Wool Is Cared For—What the Mi- 
nority Say. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 17.—The majority 
report on the tariff bill presented to the House 
yesterday afternoon by the Ways and Means 
Committee, after referring to the estimated 
surplus that will be in the treasury at the end 
of the present fiscal yéar and speaking of 
other matters, as telegraphed to the Posr- 


DISPATCH goes on to say: 

We have not looked alone to reduction of 
the revenue, but have kept steadily in view 
the interests of our producing classes, and 
have been ever mindfnl of that which is due 
to our political conditions, our labor and the 
charscter of our citizenship. We have real- 
ized that areduction of duties below the dif- 
ference between the cost of labor and produc- 
tion in competing countries and our own 
would result either in the abandonment of 
much ot our manufacturing here or in the 
depression of our labor. Either resuit would 
bring disaster, the extent of which no one 
can measure. 

‘We have recommended no duty above the 
point of difference between the normal cost of 
production here, including labor, and’ the 
cost of like production in the countries which 
seek our markets, nor have we hesitated to 
give this measure of duty, even though it In- 
volved an increase over present rates, and 
showed an advance of percentages and ad 
valorem equivalents. 

‘‘We have not sought to make a uniform 
rate of duty upon all imported articles. This 
would have been manifest and ineqguitable.’’ 

The committe closes its argument upon the 
general benefits of the tariff by a quotation 
irom the last annual message ofthe President 
and then proceedsto discuss the details of 
the bills, taking up first the general provis- 
ions intended to prevent frauds, such as the 
limitation of exemption from duty of wearing 
apparel to the extent of $500, the omission of 
the present provision for free entry of goods 
wherein the price paid included the duty, the 
protective clause relating to registered trade- 
marks. The report next treats of the changes 
that have been made in the duty-imposing 
schedules of existing law. Of chemicals, it 
says that many not produced in the United 
States are placed on the free list to benelit 
the consumers, mainly manufacturers. The 
result is a remission of $876,403 in duties. 
Earthen and chinaware remain without ma- 
terial change, but an Increase has been recom- 
mended on glassware to compensate for the 
high labor cost, and to prevent destructive 
foreign competition. In the case of wool the 
report cites figures as an evidence of the 
alarming decline in production, and says that 
an advance of duties bas been recommended 
which, it is believed, willafford ample pro- 
tection to wool-growing farmers. 

WOOL. 

While the Senate bill fixed the duty on third- 
class wool at4 cents, the committee places it 
at 3a cents. The annual consumption is 600,- 
0C0,000 pounds, and with protection afforded 
by the billthe farmers of the United States 
will, atan early day, beable to supply this 
demand, by the addition of 100 per cent. or 
100,000,000 sheep, to the present number. The 
bill seeks to stop the frauds which have been 
80 shamelessly practised in the past by im- 
~porting wools ready for the loom under new 

“agpes and forms to avoid legal duties. 

. “teting law gives, it is said, a protection of 
35 to + ™er cent—the bill gives a range of 30 to 
50 per ce. ™, The Mills bill gave a uniform rate 
of 40 per cent—more than was required on low 
grades and less than was needed for fine 
grades. The advance in these fine grades will, 
it is beliewed, diminish importations and 
tierepy reduce instead of increase the rer- 
enues and transfer tothe country the manu- 
facture of from $15,000,000 to $20,000,000 of 
woolen goods now made abroad. 
The average rate of the woolen goods 
schedule proposed, including the spe- 
cific duty on the wool used and the manufac- 
turer’s duty, is 91.78 percent. The average 
rate at presentis 67.15 per cent, but if the 
worsted decision nad been madeat the be- 
ginning of the year it would have been in- 
creased 10 per cent, and J5 per cent more 
would have been added iffworsted yarns had 
paidthe duty of woollen yarns at the same 
price, so that if these manifesterrors in con- 
structions of law had been earlier corrected 
the average rate last year would bave been 
nearly 80 per cent. 

Of lumber, the report says that any reduc- 
tion of the light duties would have discour- 
aged the proper care of our timber lands and 
have inured to the benefit of Canada without 
diminishing market prices. , 

Of the metal schedules the report says that 
no reduction can be made in pigiron or ore 
duties without detriment to existing indus- 
tries, 

The report strongly sustains the increased 
duty recommended on tin plate. 

Of sugar the reportsays: ‘‘The committee 
recommend that sugar up to and Including 
No. 16 Dutch standard of color, and molasses, 
be placed on the free list, with a duty of 4-10 
ofl cent per pound on refined sugar above 
No. 16, andthat a bounty of 2 cents per pound 
be paid from the Treasury for a period of 
fifteen years for all sugar polarizing at least 
85 percent made in this country from cane, 
beets or sorghum produced in the,United 
States. 

‘*In 1888 the consumption of sugar in the 
United States.was 1,469,997 tons, or 53.1 
pounds perinhabitant. Of this only 189,814 
tons were produced in the United States, and 
1,280,183 tons, or seven-eighths of our con- 
sumption, was imported.’’ 

AGRICULTURE. 

Speaking of agriculture, the report admits 
the widespead depression in the industry, but 
ciaims itis notdue to tariff but to foreign 
competition. Itstatesthatsince 1850 the im- 
portation of agricultural ee has in- 
creased from $40,000,000 to mOFe than $356,000, - 
000 last year. Foreign cheap labor, in claims, 
is depressing the American agricultural mar- 


et. 
INTERNAL REVENUE. © 

Of the internal revenue sections the com.- 
mittee, after reciting them, says that it has 
recommended the repeal of all statutes impos- 
ing restrictions upon farmers and growers of 
tobacco, so that they will sell it with freedom. 

In conciusion, the report ye that the ad- 
vance of duties of agricultural products would 
increase the revenues if the imports continue 
to be as large as during the last year. But as 
they are for the most part articles which this 
country can produce to the extent of our 
wants, the increased duty will reduce impor- 
tation so that the revenues will rot be in- 
creased, aud our farmers will bold their own 
markets. The same result will follow in other 
cases of increase, and where the revenue is in 
special cases increased, the {increase will be 
far less than {!# indicated bya computation 
based on the theory that the importations will 
continue as large as under lower duties. 


THE MINORITY REPORZ. 

The minority report, signed by all Demo- 
cratic members of the committee, says: **The 
minority contends for the principie of just 
and equal taxation upon all, according to 
their ability to bear the burden, while the 
majority has, in this bill, thoroughly com- 
mitted itself to the policy of unjost and un- 
equal taxation of the many forthe benefit of 
tre few, Weare as anxiousas the majority 
can possibly be to promote and encourage 
» industries and advance 
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even their existing wages, which have not 
been increased by the tariff, and there issome 
vice somewhere in a system under which 
neither capital nor labor is prosperous. At- 
tempting to remedy the present evil by in- 
creasing the cost of production was beginning 
at the wrong end and greatly aggravating the 
situation. Thetariffon woolin the majority 
report is attacked by the minority in their re- 
ort and so is the abolishment of taxes on to- 
acco: Itis also claimed that the increased tar- 
iff will destroy the South American trade. The 
report says the farmer needs no protection as 
he has no competition and can have none in 
his own market and the placing 
on certain agricultural arti- 
a mere device to deceive him. 
The report states: ‘‘During the last fiscal 
year we exported 69,592,959 bushels of corn 
and imported only 2,388 bushels, not more 
than can be produced on 250 acres of good 
land in this country. We exported 312,186 
barrels of cornmeal and imported 396 bushels. 
Our exports of wheat amounted to 46,414,129 
bushels and our imports amounted tol, 
bushels. This statement shows how futile 
it is to attempt to afford protection to 
the farmers of the country by imposing duties 
upon the importattoas of these products, and 
this large and intelligent class of citizens oan- 
not be reconciled in this way toa policy 
which increases taxes upon their clothing, 
tableware, carpets, earthenware, glassware, 
agricultural implements and other necessary 
articles.’’ 

Sugar and molasses are the only two art- 
icles on which a reduction is made,the report 
asserts, and the duty has been increased on 
almost all other articles the people uw >. he 
sugar bounty is severely attacked. j 

In conclusion the report says: of 

‘*While we would gladly co-operatt with the 
majority in the passage of any measure which 
would relieve the people from unnecessary 
taxation, promote the prosperity of our vari- 
ous industries and secure ample wages aad 
steady employment to the laborers engaged 
in them, we fee! constrained to magean ear- 
nest protest against against this bill, because 
in our opinion it will not accomplish any of 
these desirable resuilts.’’
